I ty than the question of who are to fill 
the local offices. We refer to the ques- 
tion of extension of the lease of the 
Queen & Crescent route by the South- 
ern Railway. The writer was in Cin- 
cinnati the other day, and took occa- 
sion to make many inquiries as to the 
outcome of the vote. We found that 
the largest shippers of the city were 
against it teeth and toe nail, saying 
that the road, under the present man 
agement, diaeriasinatad agaiaat the 
city in mattwr of intay and Loniiillla 
and other Mrthen dttaa fsai «■ the 
fat of the land, whUa nnrlnnati 
caught it In the neek. On tlw other 
hand, a great many bosineaa men and 
prominent citizens are for tbe lease, 
claiming that the city can not oper- 
ate the road and are bound to grant 
tbe lease to the Southern people. Ev- 
ery one we approached said he was in 
doubt as to the outcome, as every vo- 
ter in the city bad taken sides one 
way or the other, and there was no 
telling how an election would go, es- 
pecially in Cincinnati. They all agreed 
that if the city did not grant the lease 
the building of ttie Burgin-Jellico ex- 
tension would be commenced within 
the next month or.su Asked as to 
whether itwonidhahnilt tfthalsMe 
was granted, thqrsald it wonld cer- 
tainly be hnilt aoase time, bnt it may 
be aevnai yeaia before it would be 
done. We talked to a prominent rail- 
road man, and he said he didn't be- 
lieve the lease would go through, as 
the merchants "had it in" for the 
Southern because it was an indisputa- 
ble fact that the Southern discrimina- 
ted against Cincinnati in the matter 
of rates and gave that city's old ene- 
my, Louisville, the best end of every 
thing that came up. He said the 
Southern, by hauling to Louisville, 
frequently got to hau.' stuff on to the 
northern cities, where if brought to 
Cincinnati tbey got no nwie show at 
it. He said that be had looked into 
the Bufgin-Jellico matter and could 
not see why tbe Southern should hesi- 
tate a moment on beginning construc- 
tion, as it was the best, shortest and 
cheapest route tbey could ever hope 
to get to the Sooth, ''and." be aald, 
"they will have todther build It or 
double track tbe C. S.,asthe one track 
can hardly accommodate ttie busioess 
now, and it's constantly increasing."
